Primary Law Has 
Many Freak Results 


The prim ary election played many 
curious antics. When a man is nomi;, 
nated on the ticket by the majority 
votes of any party having a place on 
the ballot, there is no way of getting 
his name off the printed ballot. 
It 
may be he is not in sym pathy with 
the doctrines of the party whose nomi­ 
nation he receives, without any seek­ 
ing on his part, nevertheless he must 
stay with it. This is apt to give birth 
to wrong views concerning the candi­ 
date. For instance, Grove L. Johnson 
was a candidate at the primaries for 
assemblyman. 
He was defeated by 
Charles A. Bliss, who is the regular 
republican candidate. 
But Johnson 
received one vote on the prohibition 
ticket, and was thereby made the pro­ 
hibition candidate for that office. 
He 
is not and never was a prohibitionist, 
but he cannot get off the ticket. 
In this county, similar pranks were 
played by the primary law. 
U S Gregory received the socialist nom­ 
ination for sheriff by a lone vote. His 
name will go on the ballot as the 
nominee of that party for sheriff as 
well as the democratic nominee. 
His 
republican nominee, John S. 
Davis 
received a vote or two on the prohibi­ 
tion ticket, and was made the nominee 
of that party for sheriff, without any 
seeking on his part. He is not a pro­ 
hibitionist, but a republican out and 
out. His name must therefore appear 
on the ballot as the regular nominee of 
that party, which nomination he was 
not seeking, as well as the republican 
nominee, which nonor he was seeking. 
We make this explanation to avoid 
any misunderstanding. These scatter­ 
ing nomination have no bearing w hat­ 
ever upon the sentiments of the parties 
nom inated.

KILLED IN MINE 
Victim of Fatal Accident 
Leaves Family to 
Mourn Loss 


A fatal accident occurred in the 
South Eureka mine on Friday night 
last. S haft repairing is in progress at 
the mine. At the time of the fatality, 
Nick Glavinich and a num ber of others 
were working in the shaft, Glavinich 
being 
one of the crew employed 
at a point 90 feet below the 2500 
level. 
About nine o’clock a big 
block of timber, such as is used in 
shaft work, got loose, and fell down 
the shaft. How it came to fall we 
are unable to say. The block struck 
Glavinich in the head, knocking him 
down the shaft. 
He fell about 150 
feet. The fall must have killed him 
almost instantly. The body was badly 
mangled on one side. Coroner Rotter 
held an inquest the followng day, the 
jury finding a verdict of accidental 
death. 
The funeral was held 
last 
Monday, under the auspices of the 
Austrian Benevolent Society, of which 
lodge the deceased has long been a 
member. 
The remains w ere buried 
in the Catholic cemetery. Rev. Father 
Gleeson officiating. 
The deceased was 48 years of age, 
and a native of Austria. 
He had 
been a resident of this county for 
about 20 years, employed m ost of the 
time in the mines of this vicinity. 
He leaves a wife and three children, 
also a brother and other relatives. 
His family are residing in Newraan- 
ville, this city.

SUICIDE MANIA 
Johnson Succeeds In 
Taking Life By 
Drowning 


Oscar Johnson, a Swede employed at 
various mines about Jackson, who at­ 
tempted suicide on Wednesday night of 
last week, and was only fustrated in 
his act by the timely arrival of several 
men who heard his moans after he 
had slashed his throat and windpipe, 
is missing. 
Johnson wandered away from the 
county hospital, to which institution 
he was committed after his first act 
upon his own life, and was successful­ 
ly treated by Dr. A. M. Gall, who 
sewed up the ugly gashes which were 
self-inflicted. 
Nothing more was seen or heard 
about him. until Harry Richards and 
Dick Penrose found some clothing on 
a small ra ft of the Argonaut Mine 
reservoir, and they immediately re­ 
ported the facts to the authorities in 
Jackson. An investigation found that 
the clothes belonged to Oscar John­ 
son, the man who had secretly left 
the county home. 
Several men were dispatched to the 
scene with grappling irons. 
Constable Laverone and John Gar­ 
barini dragged the reservoir as well as 
the im perfect implements at their com­ 
mand would allow. The w ater is 15 
feet deep in the center, and there was 
no boat available, so that the groping 
for the body was unsatisfacatory and 
resultless. 
The general feeling is that a human 
body is concealec by the water. Some 
think th at the supposed victim tried to 
create the impression of suicide, and 
has decamped. His full clothing was 
not left, only hat and coat—the latter 
saturated with blood from the gashed 
throat, and the hat recognized by con­ 
stable I.averone as the one he had 
given him when taken to the hospital. 
The w ater for the supply of Jackson 
for domestic purposes comes through 
the A rgonaut reservoir, and this im­ 
parts a serious phase to the m atter. 
The district attorney, who w as away 
on a cam paign tour, was notified, and 
arrived Wednesday. 
The m atter of 
draining the reservoir was mentioned 
as the most satisfactoxy solution, but 
the question of who should bear the 
cost proved a bone of contention. It 
would necessitate a shut down of the 
Argonaut hoist, which is operated by 
water power, for two or three days, at 
a loss of several hundred dollars. The 
company w as in no way to blame, and 
should not bear the loss, the officials 
contended. 
On the other hand the 
county and city authorities were averse 
to making it a public charge. 
Yesterday, by means of a glass ap­ 
paratus to see through the w ater, an 
effort was made to locate the body, but 
without success, the sun being too low. 
Anotner effort will be made to-day. 
If it fails, the emptying of the reser­ 
voir will be imperative. 
The people of Jackson are uneasy. 
Hdyrant w ater is discarded for dom es­ 
tic purposes, and the wells are being 
resorted to in the emergency. The sit­ 
uation is becoming acute.

Candidates Recite Stero- 
typed Addresses Be­ 
fore Fair Crowds 


We last week published a portion of 
the talk indulged in at the initial m eet­ 
ing of the democratic local candidates 
in Buena V ista on Tuesday of last 
week. A representative of the L edger 
was there for the purpose of tak ing 
notes. It has been the practice of 
some of the local orators of democracy 
to pour out their pent—up vials of 
wrath against the Ledger on such oc­ 
casions, and we simply wanted to get 
a line on the tunes to be sung for the 
edification of the voters, but not be­ 
cause we cared a snap for abuse usual­ 
ly showered at such 
times. 
The 
speakers, however, were not anxious 
for publicity along the custom ary 
path, and kept fairly within the lim its 
of legitimate discussion on this pro­ 
position, however foolish the speakers 
were in other respects. 
On Friday night the same candidates 
were at Pine Grove. 
Tne candidates 
had started for the meeting place be­ 
fore the Ledger was issued, but the 
papers reached the Grove by the re g u ­ 
lar mail th a t evening. 
The Ledger 
was never in such demand in the little 
village as th a t evening. In a business 
place the candidates were gathered, 
with a num ber of residents of the 
vicinity. 
They were divided 
into 
several groups of half a dozen or so 
each. Each group was excitedly por­ 
ing over a copy of the Ledger, and 
discussing its contents, the discussion 
at times w axing vehement and storm y. 
It was one of the most amusing scenes 
witnessed in local politics for years. 
The reporter for the Ledger was 
present at the Pine Grove meeting, to 
the am azement of the candidates. 
Some of them seemed to think that it 
was an *ct of outrage for a local re­ 
porter to dare to report their speeches 
or to he present at all in a reportorial 
capactiy.

Before the next issue of the Ledger, the election will have 
passed into history, and the personnel of the state and county 
governments w ill have been determined for 
the next four 
years. 
To the people of Am ador county the result of the 
election for local offices is of more absorbing interest than the 
contest for state offices. 
It concerns their every-day life, and 
w ill affect them financially and otherwise at every stage of 
affairs for the com ing official term . The Ledger is not a hide­ 
bound Republican paper. W e have at various times declined 
to support state and 
county candidates, on high moral 
or political grounds, but never from mere personal motives. 
W e have no sym pathy with that blind partisanship that 
w ould “ vote for the devil on one’s own party ticket in pref­ 
erence to a saint on the opposing ticket.” 
T h a t is placing 
partyism above 
patriotism, whereas it should always 
be 
subordinate to the fundamental principles of good govern­ 
ment. 
Efficient and economical government cannot be e x ­ 
pected unless those charged w ith the adm inistration of affairs 
are honest, capable and devoted to the p u b lic weal. 
T h e 
Ledger believes that a republican should not score his ticket 
w ithout good and sufficient cause for so doing. 
Even where 
the rival candidates are deemed equal in the a ll the qualifica­ 
tions of fitness, it behooves the party man to give the prefer­ 
ence to the candidate of his own political faith. 
To this e x­ 
tent only should party fealty govern in the selection of local 
officers. 
Now, the republican county ticket is made up of excep­ 
tio n ally good m aterial. 
Those candidates who are in office— 
superior judge F re d V . Wood, school superintendent W . H , 
Greenlialgh, and coroner and public adm inistrator H . E . 
Potter— are conceded to be as efficient officials in their respec­ 
tive positions as the county has ever had. 
A n d not one of 
them has yet served a full term. 
They are seeking indorse­ 
ment at the hands of the voters by a reelection to the offices 
they have so satisfactorily filled.

been actively engaged in the practice of law in Jackson for 
n early four years. 
He commands the confidence and respect 
of a ll who have entrusted business in his hands. 
He has 
already reached a position as an able and reliable practitioner 
of law. 
W ithout any disparagement of his more inexperi­ 
enced opponent, voters will m ake no mistake in electing M r. 
Snyder as crim in al prosecutor and legal adviser of this coun­ 
ty. 
Jehu M archant, candidate for assessor, F re d B. Le-M oin 
for treasurer, and Antone L- R eale for county recorder, are 
each running against the present democratic incumbent of 
the respective offices.

RAKER ABUSES 
EN6LEBRI6HT 


Candidate for Congress 
Grossly M isrepresents 


Facts In Jackson 


L ast Saturday evening Jackson w as 
th e scene of a dem ocratic mass m eet 
ing, at which s ta te senator, A. 
Cam i- 
n e tti, nominee fo r member of s ta te 
sen ate from the 10th 
district, 
and 
Judge John E. 
R aker, 
dem ocratic 
nominee for congress in the first d is­ 
tric t, were the principal speaxers. 
The Jackson band opened the m eet­ 
ing by playing several selections, a fte r 
which senator C am inetti was in tro ­ 
duced from the step s of the N ational 
hotel by Dr. E. 
E. 
Endicott, w ho 
acted aa chairman o f the meeting. 
He seemed to th in k everything w as 
positively certain as far as his own 
election was concerned. 
For his com ­ 
panion judge R aker, however, he w as 
less certain. and th erefo re emptied his 
g ift of oratory upon the judge, who is 
m aking a bitter cam paign 
him self 
ag ain st his 
opponent, 
congressman 
Englebright. 
Cam inetti, a fte r finding his voice 
gone by reason o f hoarseness, 
in ­ 
troduced judge R aker. 
R aker attem pted to be clever in his 
opening rem arks, by referring to his 
own beauty, but toned down to solid 
argum ent, and declared th at he w as 
going to be the 
n ex t 
congressman 
from this district in spite of all his 
obstacles. 
The democrats and the 
insurgent 
republicans will be able to control th e 
house, he declared, and I shall, w hen­ 
ev er 1 find it consistent, stand by th e 
insurgent forces. 
H e 
announced th a t he 
opposed 
personal abuse, and personal criticism . 
1 am making a daylight, noonday fight 
m yself, and I will conduct this cam ­ 
paign until the polls close on the 8th 
o f November along the same lines. 
H e stated that E nglebright repeated­ 
ly voted against labor, and decried and 
attem pted to b e little the present con­ 
gressm an in every 
m anner possible 
M r Raker confessed in his speech 
th a t nearly every person in Hum boldt 
county informed him th a t owing to 
th e successful work o f Englebright in 
securing the appropriation of over a 
m illion of dollars, w hich had to be e x ­ 
pended in repairing and improving th e 
harb o r of Eureka 
etc., 
that to a 
ja c k man of them, as he expressed it, 
would vote to retu rn Englebright fo r 
th a t act alone. 
W ith the aid of a 
congressional record in 
which 
was 
prin ted only the opening appropriation 
o f $150,000, he claim ed th a t congress­ 
m an Englebright w as m isrepresenting 
th e m atter, and deceiving his en tire 
d istric t is the way he puts it. 
T h at 
he carried positive proofs of what he 
w as telling. 
Then he exhibited th e 
copy of the congressional record and 
re a d to his audience th e appropriation 
w hich he stated before was but $150,­ 
000 which congress rea lly passed upon 
as the total am ount 
fo r the work to 
p u t the harbor of E u re k a in a n av i­ 
g ab le condition. 
A fte r the m eeting the Ledger's re 
presentative interview ed the candidate 
and showed him an editorial published 
in a prom inent N evada county paper, 
s ta tin g th at over one million dollars 
has been recommended. 
A fter read­ 
in g the editorial, R ak er turned to th e 
rep o rter and said, “ W ell this paper is 
m isinform ed, th a t’s a ll.” 
He 
w as 
th e n asked to deny o r affirm the report 
as being an editorial 
it was supposed 
to carry with it an a ir of truthfulness 
only. 
:v 
W ell then, he said, ‘‘I wish to in ­ 
fo rm you th at Mr E nglebright is d e ­ 
ceiving everyone th a t he tells that he 
h as secured the m illion dollar appro­ 
p riatio n for H um boldt county, or any 
prom ise for that am ount, th at his only 
appropriation is $150,000 which in it­ 
se lf is insufficient to tow out and an ­ 
chor scows to s ta rt the work, and 
th ere is nothing w h atev er on record 
th a t a t any tim e congress will ever 
appropriate one m ore cent to carry on 
the work. 
Then he picked up h is dress suit case 
and took therefrom a large package of 
papers and docum ents, which covered 
th e entire period of 
M r E nglebright’s 
experience in public life. 
I exhibit 
th ese papers w illingly he commented, 
w henever I meet a m an who is willing 
to be convinced. 
S ta rtin g at E n g le b rig h t’s 
earliest 
period as a public 
official, 
he 
pre­ 
sen ted his record, declaring thut the 
p rese n t congressman had done nothing 
com m endable since his first election, 
and intim ating fu rth e r, 
that he did 
not have the abilities to 
qualify 
for 
tne position he is holding. 
T h e only purpose w as to prejudice 
the republican candidate, 
if possible, 
in th e minds of som e, and thereby 
alien ate votes, and help the democratic 
candidate. 
The schem e was raw, but 
the monumental m endacity 
of 
the 
sp eak er staggered us. 
We took the 
opportunity to call up Congressman 
E nglebright by telephone 
when 
at 
Sonora, and asked him about some of 
the statem ents made by Raker, e s ­ 


pecially the charge of deceiving t h e 1 
people of H um boldt county by tellin g 
them of a m illion dollar appropriation, 
when 
in 
fa c t 
only 
$160,0d0 
was 
granted. 
Mr 
E nglebright 
inform ed 
us that the engineers sent out by the 
government to investigate conditions, 
reported to congress that it 
would 
take $1,037,000 to make the im prove 
ments contem plated. 
On this basis 
the sum of $150,000, was voted a t the 
last session as a sta rte r of this great 
work 
the estim ated cost of one y ea r's 
work. 
It is m erely the beginning and 
not the end of the m atter, as th e un­ 
scrupulous R ak er wished to m ake the 
people believe. 
Other appropriations 
will he made as needed. 
Judge R aker has been m aking the 
sam e kind of sham eless m isrepresenta­ 
tions in other places. 
The P lacer R e­ 
publican tak es him to task severely 
for his low down tactics. 
It says : 


Mr Raker sta te d th at his opponent 
had deceived th e people of H um boldt 
county into th e belief th at he had 
secured an appropriation of $1,037,000 
for harbor im provem ents at E ureka 
and that he (R ak er) has “ astounded” 
the people of th a t county by proving 
that only $105,000 Had been 
appro­ 
priated. 
As a m atter of fa c t 
Mr 
Englebright in his speeches in 
H um ­ 
boldt county anil interviews printed in 
Eureka papers has fullv explained this 
m atter. 
He has sjiown th a t 
he 
has 
obtained an appropriation of $150,000 
to cover one y e a r’s work. 
The plans 
providing for th e improvement o f the 
bar call for an 
expenditure o f 
$1,­ 
037,000 and tn is will be available 
as 
the work progresses. 
The people 
of 
Humboldt county will give Mr E n g l:- 
bngl'it 
an 
overw helm ing 
m ajority 
November 8. 
Judge R aker expressed him self 
in 
favor of an eight-nour law. 
The only 
tim e the eight-hour law has com e up 
in congress w hile 
Mr 
E nglebright 
was a member w as at the la st ses­ 
sion, when it w as made to apply 
to 
governm ent vessels built by contract. 
It was a hot 
fight to get th e bill 
passed and Mr E nglebright voted 
for 
it. 
He is in fav o r of extending 
the 
law to all branches, 
which congress 
has the power to regulate. 
Mr Raker sta te d that Congressm an 
Englebright had done nothing to 
im ­ 
prove the navigation of the S acra­ 
mento river. 
O ur congressm an has 
obtained an authorization for a 
su r­ 
vey of this riv e r from the m outh of 
the Feather riv e r to Red Bluff. 
The 
report of the board of engineers m ade 
upon that authorization is now befgre 
the board of review s. 
The rep o rts 
recommends a sufficient expenditure 
from Sacram ento to Colusa for a four 
foot channel, $32,000 for a l'our-foot 
channel from Colusa to Chico landing 
and $6,000 a y e a r from Chico landing 
to Red Bluff fo r a three foot channel 
for a part of th e year. 
He has also 
favored an appropriation of $400,000 
for the im provem ent of the Sacram en­ 
to river. 
Mr Raker favored diverting a por­ 
tion of the Sacram ento river fo r ir ­ 
rigation purposes, 
but did not sta te 
how he was going to get the m any 
millions of dollars necessary to carry 
out the work. 
Mr E nglebright is not opposed to 
conservation as claimed 
by 
Judge 
Raker. 
Mr E nglebright believes in 
m aintaining national forests w ith pro 
per boundaries and under 
qualified 
management. 
One of the first bills 
Mr Englebright introduced in congress 
was to increase th e percentage o f the 
receipts from th e national forests, to 
be paid to the several conuties 
in 
which they are situated, for tne bene­ 
fit of the road and school funds, 
and 
such an increase to 25 per cent was 
made. 
Jugde Raker inform ed his audience 
th a t Congressm an 
Englebright 
had 
done nothing fo r the mining industry 
of the state. 
H e was chairman o f the 
subcommittee on mines and m ining, 
which prepared th e mining bureau bill, 
and he helped to pass it. 
The m ining 
bureau is in activ e operation and is 
making investigations that will be of 
great service to the miners—to p re­ 
vent mining accidents 
and 
p ro tec t 
health and lives of the miners. 
An 
im portant m a tte r was the w ithdraw al 
bill which he helped to get am ended to 
give miners and prospectors the rig h t 
to make their locations on veins or 
lodes within the area withdrawn. 
The miner and prospector has 
a 
champion in Mr Englebright. and he 
successfully m ade a fight so th a t any 
public land in th e state can now be 
located and paten ted within or w ith ­ 
out the forest reserves for the m e ta l- 
ferous m inerals and the miner 
can 
have the free use of tim ber on his 
claim to be used in working it. 
Here are a few m ore things for the 
inform ation of Judge R aker: 
Con­ 
gressm an E nglebright voted for the 
postal savngs bank bill. 
As a m em ber 
of the naval com m ittee he succeeded 
in having included in the naval bill an 
item providing fo r the construction of 
subm arine torpedo boats to be b u ilt on 
the Pacific coast and saved from d e­ 
fe a t the appropriation for the con­ 
struction of a collier a t the M are Is­ 
land navy yards. 
He favored 
and 
voted for the m any measures passed 
.in favor of the w orking classes, 
the 
em ployers’ liability bill, the sixteen 
hour bill for trainm en, the bills pro 
viding for safety devices to protect the 
lives of trainm en.

The people of the State of California, repre­ 
sented In senate and assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
S e ctio n 1 For the purpose of providing a 
fund for the payment of the Indebtedness here­ 
by aut hori/.ed to be incurred by the * board of 
state harbor commissioners for the erection of 
wharves, piers, seawall, state railroad, spurs, 
betterments and appurtenances, and necessary 
dredging and filling in connection therewith, 
io the city and county of San Francisco, at 
a cost not to exceed nine million dollars 
(which said wharves, piers, sea wall, state 
railroad, spurs, betterments and appurtenances 
and necessary dredging and tilling in connec­ 
tion therewith, the board of state harbor 
commissioners are hereby empowered to con­ 
struct and do. in the manner authorized by 
law. and at a cost not to exceed said uino 
million dollars), the state treasurer shall Im­ 
mediately after the issuance of the procla­ 
mation of the governor, provided for in sec­ 
tion 10 hereof, prepare nine thousand suit­ 
able bonds of the State of California, in the de­ 
nomination of one tliousaud dollars each. The 
whole issue of said bonds shall not exceed the 
sum of nine milliDU dollars, and said l)onds 
shall bear interest at the rate of four per 
centum per annum, from the date of issuance

At the expirationof seventy-four years 
from the date of said bonds, all bonds sold shall 
ceas^ to bear interest, and likewise all bonds 
redeemed by lot shall cease to bear interest as 
in this act provided, and the said state treas­ 
urer shall call in, forthwith pay and cancel the 
same, out of the moneys in the second San 
Francisco seawall sinking fund provided for in 
this act. and he shall, ou the first Monday of 
July.

also cancel and destroy r.ll bouds not theroto- 
fore sold. All bonds issued shall be signed by 
the governor, and countersigned by the control­ 
ler, and shall be endorsed by the state treas­ 
urer. and the said bonds shall be so signed, 
countersigned and endorsed by the officers who 
are in office on the second day of July, 1911, and 
each of said bonds shall have the seal of the 
state stamped thereon. The said bonds signed,

Sec. 4. When the bonds authorized to be is 
sued under this act shall be duly executed, 
they shall be by the state treasurer ¡sold at 
public auction to the highest bidderjfor cash, 
in such parcels and numbers as said treasurer 
shall be directed by the governor of the state, 
under the seal thereof, after a resolution re­ 
questing such sale shall have been adopted by 
the board of state harbor commissioners, and 
approved by either the governor of the state or 
mayor of the city and county of San Francisco, 
who shall only approve the saíne when in their 
judgment the actual harbor receipts, and those 
reasonably anticipated, will justify such sale 
of tonds and the consequent increased burden

and he may, by public announcement at the 
time fixed for the sale, continue such sale as 
to the whole of the bonds offered, or any part 
thereof offered, to such time and place as he 
may select.Before offering any of said bonds for 
sale the said treasurer shall detach therefrom 
ail coupons which have matured or will ma­ 
ture before the date fixed for such sale. 
Due notice of the time and place of sale 
of all bouds must be given by said treas­ 
urer by publication in two newspapers pub­

CHAPTER 8*3. An act authorizing tho construc­ 
tion, acquisition, maintenance and control of 
a system of slate highways in the State of 
California; specifying tlie work, fixing the 
payments to be made by counties for moneys 
expended therein: providing tor the Issuance 
and sale of state bonds to create a fund for the 
construction ami acquisition of such system ; 
creating a sinking fund for the payment of 
said bonds; and providing for the submission 
of this act to a vote of the people. 
The people of the state of California, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact us follows. 
s e c t io n 1. A system of state highways in and 
for the Btatc of California shall be constructed 
and acquired as a n d I11 the manner provided 
by law by Urn department of engineering of said 
state at a cost not to e x c e e d eighteen million 
dollars. For the purpose of providing for the 
payment of tiie cost of the construction or acqui­ 
sition of said system of suld highways, the State 
of California Is hereby authorized to Incur an In­ 
debtedness in the manner provided by this act 
in the sum of eighteen million dollurs.

An Act to provide for the issu­ 
ance aud sale of state .bouds to create a fund 
lor tho acquisition i>y the board ot state har­ 
bor commissioners of a necessary area for a 
tidal basin for wharves, docks, piers, harbors 
and appurtenances iu the city and county of 
Sau Francisco: to create a sinking fund for the 
payment of said bouds; ami defining the du • 
ties of state officers in relation thereto; mak­ 
ing an appropriation of one thousand dollars 
for the expense of printing said bonds; and 
providing for the submission of this act to a 
vote of the people. 
The people of the State of California, repre^ 
sonteo in senate and assembly, do enact as 
follows:

Mrs Evelina P. Rust, the venerable 
mother o t Edwin C. 
Rust, business 
manager of the Index, passed away at 
12:30 o'clock this morning a t the ad­ 
vanced ag e of 94 years.

copal church ai 1.30 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon. 
The d ea th of Mrs R ust 
removes

pioneer m others of California, who in 
the most strenuous days of the history 
of the s ta te was a model wife and 
mother and the friend and counsellor 
of many a young man far aw ay from 
home and kindred. 
She w as an exem­ 
plification of the 
Christian 
virtues 
that make the life beautiful, and her 
end was peace. 
Bor- in Whiting, V t., on Aug. 
7, 
1816, she w as married to R ichard Rust 
at Sudbury in the same sta te on. Aug. 
15, t834. 
Soon afterward they moved 
to Louisiana, where they resided until 
1849. 
In this memorable year 
Mr 
Rust was appointed secretary of the 
United S ta te s boundary 
commission 
and they cam e to California via the 
Panama isthmus, 
arriving 
in 
San 
Diego on Ju ly 13, 1849. 
H er husband, 
her family and herself have made their 
home in th is state ever since. 
Mrs R ust was the m other of five 
children, tw o daughters who died in 
infancy, and three sons, the late Judge 
Richard R u st of Amador county, the 
late Edgar C. Rust and Edwin C. Rust 
of this city, who survives her. 
She 
has made her home with her son’s 
family here for the last two years and 
her declining days have been brightened 
by the care and affection shown her. 
She was a devout member o f the Epis­ 
copal church, 
having been confirmed 
in that faith in Louisiana in 1836. She 
has many friends throughout the state 
who will hold her in loving remem­ 
brance.—Salinas Index.

In Loving Memory 


John Briggs Batchelder was born in 
Raymond, Rockingham county, New 
Hampshire, December 26, 1826. 
y e 
was engaged in farm ing in his native 
state, until 1847, when he moved to 
New Bedford, Mass., and there em ­ 
barked on a sailing vessel bound for 
Australia by the Cape of Good Hope 
route. 
He lived in Australia until the 
latter part of 1849, when he was seized 
with the gold fever which was then 
sweeping around th e world incident to 
the discovery of gold in California. He 
left for California, 
arriving in this 
state in the spring of 1850. 
He joined 
a United States expedition organized 
in Monterey to subdue the Indians in 
in the Four Creeks country, as it was 
then called, and which is now com­ 
prised in the counties of Kern and 
Tulare. 
The expedition, after accom­ 
plishing its object, 
crossed over the 
mountains into the San Joaquin valley 
to Benecia, and disbanded in the 
fall 
of the same year. 
After a 
few 
months he started fo r Jackson, arriv­ 
ing here in May, 1851, 
and proceeded 
a t once to Clinton, where tie followed 
mining and vegetable raising 
until 
1853, when he moved to a ranch one 
mile east of Jackson, and engaged 
in 
farm ing up to the tim e of his death. 
In 1865 he was united in marriage to 
Mrs Maria Thompson, nee Eakin. One 
son and one daughter were born of 
this union, both of whom survive ; J. 
E. Batchelder of Jackson, and Mrs 
Rose Dabadie of Altaville, Calaveras 
county.
